Coronations 


f Nae news agencies sent out an interesting cable three days 

ago to the effect that King Edward VIII contemplated mak- 
ing a tour during the present year to Indit and the “Dominions 
beyond the Seas” for the purpose of receiving the Crown formally 
at each of the capitals, It was not surprising that the following 
day there was an announcement that the intimation was “pre- 
mature.” As ao matter of fact it was. not only premature, but 
highly controversial and surprising, and that’it should have gonc 
forth without comment was a new prodf of how little do conati- 
tutional questions concern nowadays people who are not either 
Ministers or lawyers, . They dre nonetheless of primary impor- 
tance in thdir ultimate results. ; 

The proposal could hardly have been made at the accession 
of any previous King, for it was during King George's reign that 
the connection between the Dominions and the Mother Country 
became the subject of discussion at Imperial Conferences, and 


‘ of much official correspondence in between, the upshot of which: 


was the Statute of Westminster. At one stroke it settled open 
questions of such seriousness as would have been likely in times 
past to have produced wars and rebellions. The settlement was 
quietly put through Parliament as “unopposed business,” and 
has subsequently been ratified by the other Parliaments concerned. 
To summarise the controversy briefly it may be recalled 
that the Victorian system was that Parliaments in the Dominions 
were created subject to the limitations;that they - should only 
legislate within their own borders, and: that if their legislation 
should be in conflict with that of the Imperial Parliament, the 
latter should prevail. - This overruling power had not in fact 
been used, but its existence: was’a grievance to national senti- 
ment, particularly In the Irish Free State. The Irish represen- 
tatives had their own reasons for opposition—for example, the 
controversy about the repayment of the advances under the Land 
Act could not have arisen, because the Irish Act suspending 
these payments would have been invalid. They proposed that: 
the King should in England be the King of England, while in 
Ireland he should be King of Ireland, in Canada King of Canada, 
4s South Africa King of South Afrien, and so on. Under our 
constitutional’ law the King can only act on the advice of hia 
Ministers, and the result would have been—in spite.of the King 
ene the same human person—a complete disintegration of the 
Smpire. . 
The crux of the question was the legal status of citizens of 
the various countries. If there was no element of common citi- 
zenship there was no Empire. On reconsideration it was felt 
that however eager each section might be to secure control of 
its own affairs, the extreme proposal not only went beyond the 
contemporary sentiment, but involved the sacrifico of many very 
solid advantages that they were unwilling to forfelt. The 
Statute accordingly states in words as clear.as any lawyer could 
draft that there is no partition of the Crown, although in future 
all legislative power shall'be vested in the various Parliaments 
on an equality, the Parliaments consisting of the Houses locally 
elected and the Sovereign, acting either personally or, in the 
Governor-General appointed by him. 
Ireland made no attempt to work the new system in the 
spirit which was intended to ease all susceptibilities, and after 
some time a further concession was“made by allowing the Gov- 
ernor of tho Free State to use his own “Great Seal,” which is 
a stumbling block to constitutional Inwyerg like Professor Borrie- 
dale Keith, the author of the standard work on this subject. 
The Crown Colonies are in a different position, which has not 
perhaps been very carefully examined even by the Courts, but 
essentially those who are born citizens within their boundaries, 
and are children of. citizens, acquire British citizenship nutomati: 
cally unless there is provision to the contrary. . 
cronation as Emperor of Indin {a alao free from any dif- 
ficulty. The royal authority is exorcised under ‘the style of 
Emperor, and is not bound by the same constitutional pafeguards.

BALANCE OF CURIOS AND 
ANTIQUES AT AUCTION 


In 1863 9 certain Mr, Kuhn ar- 
' sived In the Colony and opened o 
‘gmail business in alt kinds of 
Chinese products. He being an old 
‘man and the business increasing 
beyond the capacity ‘of one pair of 
hands, he shortly afterwards 
brought his’ nephew, Mr. Arthur 
Kuhn, from Hungary to aasist 
him. The firm's name at that tima 
was Kuhn and Co. 

In 1867 the volume: of ‘busincrs 
had become too great for two men 
to handle alone and a Mr. &. 
-Komor joincd the firm as asals- 

tant manager. His love of fine 
art and absorption in the study 
of antiques soon made him widely 
Jmown a8 an expert in Oriental 
art and cursos, Ten years later, 
$n 1877, Mr. Komor obtained a 
partnership ‘and the name of the 
firm wns changed to Kuhn and 

_ Komor. . 

Komor And Komor 

Graduo"y all the curso buaincas 
of the firm .was turned over to 
Mr. Komor, the Kuhns only In- 
teresting themaclves in whole- 
aale import and export. In 1910 
Mr.-Komor took over from 
partnera the curlo department ns 
fn Reparate business, under the 
name of Komor and Komor, and 
brought his two sons, Henry and 
George, from Europe to joln the 
firm as employees. Mr. 8. Komor 
‘died on February 15 Inat year and 
the store ‘and Interests of Komor 
and Komor are now in the hands 
of these two sona, who are just as 
wel] known as their fnther all over 
the world as curlo experts, 

Owing to the world-wide depres: 
sion, which has stopped» many 
wenlthy tourfats’. from travelling 
as formerly, the business suffered 
severely, expenses being barely 
covered in 1934 nnd 1935, white 

. there were indfeationa of the pos- 
albility of still further losses. in 
the future. fn these clrcum- 
atances Mesars. Komor have de- 
elded to close their store for the 
time boing, re-opening in Hong 
Kong when conditions permit, and 
have made arrangements for f 
local ngenev only. 

New Ground

‘THE HUMAN BODY || 

|THE “HEALING ART” IN 
- ANCIENT TIMES 


KNOWLEDGE MIXED UP WITH 
SUPERSTITION ° 


(By PHYLLIS JUBY) 


CCORDING to tradition, much 
attentlon was paid to. the 
“Healing Art” in China-as carly 
as 3100 years before Christ; cer- 
tainly their. medical science, con- 
slating of a few anatomical facts 
and some practical observations 
buried under a mixture of astro- 
logy and superatition, hing existed 
from a very early period. -Philo- 
sophers admitted the existence of 
the Five Elementa and belleved the 
body to be made up of these in 
various proportions. Man’s spirit 
was supposed to have been re- 
ceived from Heaven, the Yang 
principle, and his material body 
from the Earth, the Yin principle. 
Thus, according to Liu Nan, a 
philosopher who lived: three | or 
four centuries after Confucius: 

“By this full development his 
five viscera are formed, and that 
fn such a way that hia lungs havo 
mastery over his cyes, his kidneys 
govern his nose, -his gall bladder 
his mouth, his Hver his cars. 
Consequently, (just the same 08 
}Ieaven and Earth) the body has 
organs that manifest themselves 
outwardly and work internally, 
und which open and close, expand 
and contract, according to esta- 
plished rules. Hence also, (the 
soul and body . being. borrowed 
from Heaven and Earth), the 
round shape of the human head 
represents Heaven and the square 
form of the feet the Earth. 

Man And Nature 

"Heaven has his four seasons, 
five elements, nine sections, and 
three hundred and sixty-six days, 
as man has four limbs, five vis- 
cera, nine apertures, and three 
hundred and sixty-six joints. 
Further, Heaven has wind, -rain, 
cold and heat, while man, too, 
takes and gives. and has his joys 
and anger, his gall-bladder being 
assimilated with the clouds, his 
Jungs with the atmosphere, his 
liver with the winda, his kidneys 
with -rain, and his spleen. with 
thunder. Man is also in those 
respects assimilated with the uni- 
verse; his heart governs all the 
other organs. 

And so it is that his eyes and 
ears represent the sun and the 
moon, his blood and breath res- 
pectively the rains and the winds. 
So blood and breath are the best 


parts of man, and the five viscera 
are the effective operation of his 
soul, The openings of the body 
are the doors and windowa through 
which the soul manifests itaclf 

This soul, of Yang substance, 
emanating from the celestial part 
of the Cosmos, is called breath 
when operating actively in the 
human body; when scparated from 
it after death it lives forth ns a 
refulgent spirit. In the body It- 
self Yang and Yin exist.as the 
two principles of life: Yang is the 
vital heat and Yin the radical 
moisture. The female Yin ia the 
inferior or animal spirit, while the 
Yang, male and positive, is pure, 


subtle and invisible. “Al the in-| 


timate relations of the parts of 
the body and their actions are 
alike built on the influence of 
these all-pervading Yang and Yin 
forces, 
Season And Disease 

Numerous theorles are furnish- 
ed to account for the functions of 
the body and for the harmonifous 
connections of one part with an- 
other and with the metals, colours, 
tastes and planets. In the feudal 
age physicians claasified diseases 
under the four seasons of tho 
year: thore of the nerves under 
Spring, skin diseases under Sum- 
mor, fevers under Autumn, and 
bronchial complainta under Win- 
ter. They treated these various 
complaints with medicines of five 
flavours: sour for nourishing the 
bones, acid for nourishing the 
muscles, salt for nourishing the 
blood-vessela, bitter for nourishing 
general vitality, and, sweet for 
nourishing the flesh. 

The body they regarded too as 
a musical instrument; nerves, 
muscles, arteries and veins acting 
as strings, each having {ts own 
pecullar pulse. “It is by this 
means that the different pulses, 
which are like the various sounds 
and divers touches of stringed in- 
struments, are tokens whereby in- 
fallibly to judge of a melody; fh 
the snme manner that a atring 
more or less touched in one place 
or in another, gives different 
sounds, and shows it is too loose 
or too stretched.” Of these 
notions there are a tremendous 
number and «voluminous © works

According to the “Golden 
Mirror,”-the liver regulates the 
tendons and ornaments the nails 
of hands and feet. The kidneys 
govern the bones and beautify the 
hair of the head. The gall-blad- 
der; which ascends during o fit of 
passion or anger, is deemed to be 
the home of courage.

A man who has stood 
on his head fn a butcher's shop 
for 10 minutes longer thon has 
anyone clse , docs not deserve 
adoration or emulation, The 
only thing that can be sald in 
his favour, and that 2 doubtful 
compliment, {s that he has de- 
monstrated the fact that he has 
a thicker skull than has any of 
his rivals. No, a record os an end 
in itself has little or no value and, 
just because we saw on January 
25 more apgcics of birds than 
probably anyone has ever seen be- 
fore in one day in thia Colony, it 
does: not imply that wo theroby 
acquired morit.

The distributional strength of a

2. The defensive value. 

We will consider this to- day 
jwith regard to {ts offenalve value. 
With No Trump bids, we are 
chiefly concerned with the Hon- 
jes under whose protection the 
smaller carda become — trick-win- 
ners, ‘but in suit bidr’ even Aces 
‘in defence can be rendered in- 
Jnocuous ‘by small Trumpa, 

When we are enleulating the 
trick-taking value of the combined 
hands tna auit deelation we must 
tnke into account three distinct 
natures of trick-makers: 

(a) Honours and small cards 

*{n the Trump suit. 

(>) Honours and small cards 
in side suits, 

(c) Ruffing nosaibilities (sin- 
xletons, doubletons, and void 
susts), 

Using the pofnt count: table 
which I have recommended— 
4-8-2-1—for Aces, Kings. Queena, 
and Jacks, the valuation of hands 
with regard to honours is simnle. 

The value of the amaller 
cards in the Trump sult may be 
calculated almost nrecisely, ns 
the suit is not Jikely to be 
selected ax Trumps unless the 
partners hold command of the 
sult. 

In a Trump suit we can there- 
fore reckon that the fourth and 
fifth Trumps nre trick-markers. 

In a aide sult we eannot be ao 
sure of the value of the long 
cards. If the side sult is strony, 
headed by top honours—Ace and 
King. for example—the long cards 
are likely to be trick-vinners, but. 
if the important honours are miss- 
ing, the long cards wil} no doubt 
be trick-winners, but 
may become effective too late to 


It ts clear, therefore. that their 
eMctoncy depends on the honour 
streneth held In the suit. 

With a side suit of four cards 
in length, the fourth card may be- 
come a winner, but if you hold a 
five-card suit, you can value the 
fifth card ns a trick.

view between Mr. Hu Han-min, 
Kuomintang leader, and the Ad- 
miral,.who will be here next 
Tuesday. 

The Japanese naval officer will 
pay an official visit to Canton, 
having taken over the command 
about a month ago. The Admiral 
ond his staff will steam up the 
Pearl River aboard the gunboat 
Saga, which is now in Hong Kong. 

‘It {s also reported that Admiral 
Olkawa will attempt to persuade 
Mr. Hu Han-min to endorse the 
pan-Asiatic doctrine meaning the 
“eo-existence and co-prosperity of 
China ahd Japan, to the exclusion 
of the Western Powers.”
